the Atlantic coast tending to oust 
the civil authorities in that sec- 
ton."This uprising was intended as 
the begnning of a rebellion against 
the constitutional government pre- 
sided over b"y President Juan B. 
Sacasa.

movement was assisted by Major 
Alberto Baca, the guardia naclonal

Approximately 1,800 leaders of 


th industry from all parts of the 
country gathered to discuss va- 
rious problems, including foreign 
imports, labor relations and tech- 
nical developments. 
"While business generally has 
shown improvement," Grace, who

AUSTIN, May 28.—(ff)—The Tex- 
as relief commission today started 
mailing final relief checks aggre- 
gating $321,212 to about 38,000 un- 
employables,. many of whom will 
obtain old age pension aid. 


Distribution of the checks for a 


limited June budget 
allowance 
ended three and one-half years of 
state distribution of state-federal 
funds for direct relief. Texas con- 
tributed $20,000,000 through a bond 
issue and the federal government 
more than $100,000,000. 


Adam B. Johnson, state direct- 
or, said issuance of the checks 
"cleans the slate." Average budgets 
of $10 in metropolitan areas and 
$8 in rural areas were designed 
to carry the destitute unemploy- 
ables until July 1. 
4'We're closing the program on 


the first of July" he said. "We 
planned to carry it 
of April, but 
we 


stretching funds." The commis- 
sion's reduction of budgets and 
pruning of relief rolls bridged a 
gap otherwise facing many who 
looked to old age pensions for sus- 
tenance. 


The old age assistance commis- 


sion announced it would issue first 
checks for July. 
Estimated pay- 
ments, based on the degree of 
need, were higher than final re- 
lief checks. 


While relief rolls dwindled from 
a peak or 350,000 cases, or about 
1,000,000 individuals, reductions in 
the number 
of 
employes kept 


pace. Johnson said the force which 
reached a peak 
of 11,000 paid 


workers had declined to about 500 
and the number in June would 
drop to about 100 in the field and 
50 in state headquarters. 


A staff was needed for several 
months more, he said, to complete 
compilation of records, inventories 
and audits. The commission may 
be requested to continue supervis- 
ion of distribution of federal sur- 
plus commodities to local depots in 
counties which provided quialifled 
case-workers to certify jjeed of re-

pet just as easily as from a direct 
attack in the event that there are 
any broken places In the skin of 
the person with which the saliva 
might come in contact.

Cowboy gongs. 
The ditties of the plains, known 
as cowboy songs, began on the 
long, monotonous journeys that 
were necessary to get the cattle 
to a market. Few of the songs 
were original. 
Like all popular 


ballads, they grew by accretion, 
but they are interesting as an 
expression of the people 
who 
sang them. At night the cattle 
were rounded up 
and 
bedded 
down. At dawn, when they be- 
gan 'to graze, it was the duty 
of the cowboys to keep 
their 


heads pointed northward. 
After 
a few hours they were gathered 
in and strung along a trail, often 
more than a mile In length, and 
then the songs began. 


The rhythm 
of the 
cowboy 
songs Is that of the long, steady 
gait of the cow pony—sometimes 
a walk, sometimes a trot, some- 
times a lope. "Bury Me Not on 
the Lone Prairie" is a night- 


herding song, sung as the cow- 
boy walked his horse, crooning 
to produce a lulling effect on his 
thin, -wild, long-horned cattle. In 
the day-herding songs, the rhythm 
changes to that of the lope 'of 
the horse. 
The whole purpose 
is to keep the cattle 
moving; 


frequently the songs are inter- 
spersed with staccato yelps, as 
the "Whoopee Tl Tl To" in "Get 
Along, Little Dogies." 
In "The 


Old Chisholm Trail," the rhythm 
is that of the horse's trot, and 
again there is the staccato chorus 
of "Ki Yi Toopl, Yoopi 
Ya." 
"Home 
on the 
Range," 
often 


called the cowboy's "Home, Sweet 
Home," 
contains the solemnity 


and awe-Inspiring quality of the 
vastness and loveliness of the 
plains. These songs came straight 
from the heart of the cowboy 
as he spoke familiarly to his 
herd'in the stillness of the night, 
under what O. Henry called the 
"tallest celling In the world."

GREATEST HEART BARED AT 


FRIENDS' FINAL RENDEZVOUS; 


In Hunger For Continuing Place In Memory 


Of Friends, Jesus Instituted a Mystic Rite 
Which Has Been Kept Throughout the Cen- 
turies — The Circle Broken By Treason. • 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


Once, in old Jerusalem, a break- 


ing-hearted Man, about to die, 
gathered His circle of intimate 
friends about Him, in a final se- 
cret rendezvous. They had lived 
and adventured and travelled to- 
gether, for three years. Countless 
ties of memory 
bound 
them. 


Now, beneath the shadow of a 
cross, with gathering storms of 
hate on the outside, they as- 
sembled in a safe place for what 
their leader knew to be a fare- 
well gathering. 


Never again on earth would the 


whole company of twelve disciples 
meet with Jesus; for the traitor 
Judas separated himself at this 
Last Supper, for 
his deed of 
darkness; and soon, in remorse, 
murdered himself. 


At this emotion-filled meeting 


in the secluded upper room, a 
time of rare revelations, 
Jesus 


showed His human eagerness to 
have an abiding place 
in 
the 


hearts of all His friends. 
He 


wanted 
to be remembered. So 


he established the sacrament of 
the Lord's Supper, where all of 
His friends, throughout all ages, 
could 
rendezvous 
with Him. 


That tryst has been kept for all 
the centuries since. Its record is 
a'romance of highest order. Man 
has come to his divinist height 
about this Table of Memory. 


The Feast, of all Races. 


Jn my own limited experience 
I. recall having kept this Memo- 
rial Feast in many places, and 
in many unusual circumstances. 
I have knelt in the early morning 
on a, historic battlefield with a 
company of men in uniform, and 
received the 
tiread 
and 
wine 


from the 
regimental 
chaplain. 


While a storm raged at sea, I 
have knelt aboard ship—clutching 
a support the while—sharing in 
the same rite with travelers from 
many 
lands. 
In 
great assem- 


blages, when leadership in learn- 
ing, piety and wealth from the 
whole nation were 
massed. 
I 


•have been thrilled by the Sac- 
rament 
of fellowship; 
but 
not 


more so than when I have par- 
taken of it in 
crude 
village 


churches. I 
recall 
sacramental 


services in remote Chinese chap- 
els; with dusky Indian disciples 
under the shadow,of the Taj Ma- 
hal; with a great body of Egyp- 


-,, 
tian. students in a church far up 
the Nile; and with fellow Jap- 
anese Christians in their pewless 
churches, where the whole wor- 
shiping company sat on the floor. 


The common imagination has 


been moved by the spectacle of 
great masses of soldiers, about 
to go into battle, 
gathered 
to 


partake of the Eucharist. Simi- 
larly, a strange solemnity is at- 
tached to the administration of 
the Sacrament on battleships be- 
fore action. 
The long and im- 


measureable procession 
of cele- 


brations of the Lord's Supper—by 
all races and classes of people, 
in every imaginable condition of 
stress and need, met to partake 
with their Lord of this Last Sup- 
per, which H« instituted as a per- 
petual rendezvous, on the night 
before He went forth to die—is 
* tremendoui theme for contem- 
plation. 


He That Is About To Die. 
* 


The getting of this Lesson could 


not bo more dramatic. 
Its re- 
mote background was the three 
years of public ministry of Je- 
sus. 
The near background was 
the Jewish Passover. 
As 
true 


Jews, Jesus and 
His 
disciples 


kept that feast 
in 
ceremonial 
fashion. 
" A large upper room in the home 
of gome Jerusalem friends had 
been confidentially secured 
for 


the occasion. The tenderest imag- 
ination 
of 
Christendom 
often 
turns to that room, where were 
spoken those loving farewells of 
Jesus, j which have 
echoed 
as 


words of comfort throughout all 
the centuries since. 


The 
full 
company of twelve 


were present with their Master 
for the 
Passover. Then 
Judas 


withdrew to fulfill his foul trea- 
son, it seemed as if a pall were 
lifted from the group when this 
discordant personality was 
re- 


moved. Once fully one of them, 
avarice had gradually eaten like 
a. canker into the spirit of Judas 
making him ready for the black 
betrayal of dearest ties and su- 
preme loyalty. After Judas 
had 


departed, Jesus opened His heart, 
and in tenderest, most human and 
comrade-like 
fashion, 
instituted 
the Last Supper, a feast which 
Judas never shared. 


The rtte could hardly be 
sim- 


pler. The common flat cakes of 
bread, broken by the hand of the 
Host, 
and 
the 
common wine 


shared by all, were the only ele- 
. ments used. It is well to remem- 


ber the simplicity of this original 
setting of the Sacrament, since 


• 
some historic churches, prompted 
by reverence, awe and affection, 
have gradually invested it with 
uttermost pomp and mystery. As 
first instituted by the Master the 
Supper was a simple meal of re- 
membrance, possible to 
poorest 


In Remembrance. 


Every gravestone 
the 
world 


over is a token of tfie universal 
human desire to be remembered 
after death. 
All 
the 
massive 


mausoleums that have survived 
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for even a few decades, and the 
pyramids that have outlasted the 
centuries, are eloquent with the 
same eagerness. This desire is in- 
stinctive, and, rightly expressed, 
may be an impulse to divinest 
living and ministry. 


The hungry, human heart of 


the Saviour shared this natural 
impulse. He wanted to abide in 
the memory of His friends. His 
vtordrt at the Last Supper may 
be translated into common death- 
bed phrase, "Think of Me when 
I am gone." This was a memo- 
rial supper first of all. "This do 
in remembrance of Me." Every 
time "the Lord's Supper is spread, 
it says, "Remember Jesus Christ." 
We know that the Christian life 
flourishes only to the degree that 
Jesus abides vividly within it. 


The Last Supper points back- 


ward and forward; upward and 
Inward. 


Always its objective is the Mas- 


ter who said, "This do in remem- 
brance of Me." 


The Meal of Mystery. 
Primarily a memorial, not only 


of Christ's life, but also of His 
sacrificial death on 
the 
cross, 


this Sacrament bears added sanc- 
tity because Jesus gave to the 
symbols of bread and wine -the 
significance of His 
own 
shed 


blood and broken body. To par- 
take of them i« to feed upon 
Him. 


Here we have one of the su- 


preme mysteries of the Christian 
religion. Controversy has 
raged 


over it for nineteen centuries. In- 
terpretation of it ranges from the 
Roman Catholic belief in transub- 
stantiation to the Quaker teach- 
ing that there is no heed what- 
ever for material 
bread 
and 


wine, the spiritual 
communion 
being the great reality. 


All such disputes 
aside, 
the 


evidence is mountain-high that 
devout Christians, of all names 
and kinds, have found food for 
their spirits in partaking of this 
Memorial Supper, and have there- 
in mystically shared the very life 
of the Redeemer.

WHICH FIVE DIED 


UNDER CONTROL 


FINAL CHECK OF CREWS 
SHOWS ALL REPORTED MISS- 


ING ACCOUNTED FOR 


NEW GRETNA, N. J 


May 2.6.—W—A South Jer- 
sey forest fire, in which five 
men lost their lives, was 
brought under control today 
after more than 750 men 
fought it on a wide front 
for 48 hours. 


A final check of 
the 
cr.ews 


showed that all were accounted 
for. 
At one time a number of 


CCC workers had been reported 
missing but they were found on 
the fire lines. 


Only one danger spot remained 


near Manahawkin and men were 
rushed there by truck to meet 
the threat. 
The 
state 
forest 


fighting service called the fire 
"the worst in history," and esti- 
mated it had ravaged 15,000 acres. 
The dead. 
John T. LaSalle, 20, New Bruns- 
wick. 


Edward F. Sullivan, 20, New 


Brunswick. 


Stanley Carr, 22, Waretown. 
Kingsley White, 3, Whitesville. 
Ira Morey, West Creek. 
LaSalle, Sullivan and Carr were 


members of the CCC camp at 
Bass Lake. 
Morey was a state 


fire fighter and White was a 
civilian. 


NEW GRETNA, N. J., May 26. 


—(fft—Seventeen 
or 
more 
men 


were missing today as the worst 
forest fire, in years rolled across 
the South Jersey coastal plain, 
leaving a toll of five known dead 
and 
miles of blackened wood- 
land. 


Hundreds of weary fire fight- 


ers, volunteers and CCC work- 
ers, battled the flames along a 
wide triangular front, stretching 
from New Gretna to Chatsworth 
to Manahwakin. 


By mid-morning came the news 
that the fire was believed "well 
under control" but the exhausted 
soot-covered fighters kept dogged- 
ly at work, mindful of the 
fact 


the fire found new fury earlier to- 
day just when they thought it 
was conquered. 


Division Fire 
Warden 
John 
Thornbiirg of Mt. Holly who re- 
ported the fire "pretty well un- 
der control," said he knew of 
two district fire wardens and 
IS men missing somewhere in the 
smoke shrouded fire area. 
The CCC camp at Bass River, 


near here, said a number of its 
men who went to the fire lines 
last night were unreported. Camp 
authorities, 
however, 
expressed 


the belief most or all of the 
missing men would be found or 
returned safe. 
Four of the fire fighting dead 


were at the morgue in Tucker- 
town, fishing village and summer 
resort on Barnegat Bay, near At- 
lantic City. 
Tuckerton was in 


darkness due to the dense pall 
of smoke which settled over it. 


Two of the dead were identi- 


fied as Stanley Carr. 22, of Riv- 
erside. N. J. and John LaSalle 
of New Brunswick, pf the Bass 
River CCC camp. 
The identifi- 
cations were made by the camp 
doctor. 


Four bodlei were found near 
Stafford Forge, and a fifth mem- 
ber of the party died of burns 
on the way to a hospital. 
Thirty-three others among the 


60 who went into the woods to- 
gether were unreported. 


Alfred Morey, 
district 
fire 


warden and leader of the party, 
expressed the opinion "many 
of 
my boys" had died. Captain Roe 
Nelson, commandant of the Bass 
River CCc camp here, said no 
more were dead. 


Dies on War to Hospital. 
The man who died on the way 
to the hospital was Ira Morey, of 
West Creek", a state firefighter, 
and brother of Warden Morey. 


The new outbreak was parallel- 
ing the -first In a March toward 
the sea.

LATEST PROPOSAL TO EVACUATE 


DUSTY SECTOR OF OKLAHOMA'S 


PANHANDLE COOLLY RECEIVED 


OKLAHOMA C1TT, May 27.— 


(IP>—The 
late proposal to clear 


farmers out of the dust country 
in a long-time reclamation pro- 
ject ran into another cool re- 
ception today in the Oklahoma 
panhandle, recently drenched by 
a hope-reviving rain. 


"Evacuation?—old 
stuff" 
re- 


torted one in the heart of the 
blow lands, and another replied 
that he and his neighbors pro- 
posed to rely on the "gumption" 
that enabled them 
to 
remain 


through 
five 
dusty years 
and 
count on more rain. 


A plan to try for state con- 


trol of the windbdown acres, an- 
nounced by Vice Chairman F. L. 
Vaughan of the Oklahoma 
Soil 
Conservation 
commission, 
was 
greeted by opposition from two 
New Mexico and Kansas 
offici- 
als, and some sympathy from one 
in Colorado. 


Vaughan said complete exvacu- 
atlon of rural sections would be 
recommended to the next state 
legislature, the plan calling "for 


no resort to force but offering 
"inducements to move to green- 
er fields," to make way for a 10- 
year fight against soil erosion. 


The New Mexico state land 
commissioner, Frank Veslcy, de- 
scribed the evacuation proposal 
as "ridiculous" and "to extreme" 
saying "it Is not possible, nor 
practical, and even in its theory, 
questionable.' 


At Denver. Director Edward D. 
Foster of the Colorado Planning 
commission said the next legis- 
lature might be asked to prevent 
"misuse" of prairie lands and re- 
sultant dust storms. 
The pro- 
posal, he said, probably would 
call for zoning the affected areas 
and controlling cultivation of dry 
land with "co-operation of farm- 
ers on a voluntary basis." 


At Manhattan, Kas.. Director H. 
J. Umberger of the Kansas agri- 
cultural 
conservation committee, 
considered wholesale abandonment 
of the land unnecessary. He said 
a more definite program should 
be planned before recommenda- 
tions were made. 


FARM ORGANIZATION LEADERS 


PREDICT BOTH MAJOR PARTIES 
PROMISE MUCH TO AGRICULTURE

Farm organization leaders today 
predicted special attention would 
be given to the agricultural tariff 
question by platform committees 
of boht national conventions next 
month. 


Fred 
Brenckman,

Grange, said his group would ap- 
pear before both democratic and 
republican committes 
to protest 


against present handling of recip- 
rocal trade agreements. 
The Grange will urge a farm 


plank calling for presenvatlon of 
"The American market 
for 
the 


American farmer," Brenckman said 
and for the repeal of the "most 
favored nation" clause of the recip- 
rocal trade agrement act. 


(The clause provides, in general, 
that tariff concessions granted to 
one nation are extended to all oth- 
ers with which the United States 
has most-favored-nation treaties.) 


However, it was 
indicated 
In 


some quarters that leaders of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
might eupport the administration 
policies, and urge both republicans 
and democrats to retain existing 
plans. 


Spokesmen recalled that when 


farm leaders were conferring here 
in January about a substitute for 
the old AAA, the national Grange 
offered suggestions to 
congress 


which differed sharply from those 
sponsored by the administration and 
supported by the farm bureau fed- 
eration. Later, however, all farm 
groups endorsed the administration 
plan, although Grange leaders con- 
tinued opposition to some tariff 
policies. 


Some farm leaders said they be- 


lieved the democrats would endorse 
the present soil conservation move- 
ment, while the republicans might 
urge high agricultural tariffs and a 
purchase program to remove sub- 
marginal lands as a substitute for 
the AAA conservation plan.

The bathtub was heavily smear- 
ed 'with blood and it was not 
learned until some time after the 
shooting whether she had been 
shot, stabbed or beaten to death. 


Prison Captain Killed. 
R. L. Himes, general manager 


of the penitentiary farm at An- 
gola, 50 miles north of here, said 
Lindsly was a trusty house boy 
at the Himel home and appar- 
ently seized the 
captain's rifle 


and pistol without warning and 
shot the veteran officer, killing 
him almost instantly. 


Then the convict burst into the 


bathroom where Mr*. Himel wa« 
in the tub and stabbed the woman 
to death. 


After the dual slaying, Himel 


said, Lindsly forced a 
fellow- 


prisoner, Feiicide Guillory, serv- 
ing as a cook 
for 
the 
Himels 


to accompany him off the 20,000- 
acre form in the slain man's au- 
tomobile. 


When the car bogged down in 


mud 
near 
Louisiana-Mississippi 


state line, Lindsly abandoned it 
and went on into the hills, armed 
and on foot. Guillory returned to 
the penitentiary.
